geance : And bowever ſome horrible murder may be 
ſecretly plotted and as ſecretly effeFed, yet ſeldome are 
they long unpunifhed even in this world, for beſides that 
ſometimes the guilty accuſing conſciences of ſuch Ber- 
ſons who have committed this hanious crime , do ſo in- 
wardly laſs and torment them, tbat they can find no reſt 
until they have made diſcovery of the fat with their 
own mouth , there is the all-ſecing eye of a ſin reven- 
ging God , which doth find them, anda ſtrange hana of 
bis Providence which deth often fal ow them , antl entan- 
gle them in their ſteps (when they are flying and [ceking 
[ome hiding-place ) which doth as it were bind them be- 
fore they are in chains, and atliver them before they are 
aware, into the hands of Fuſtice to be prniſhed. 

But there 1s another blood which doth ſend forth 4 
louder cry , namely the bleed of the Lord Jeſus Chrift, 4 
which war ſhed for the ſins of men , which ſpeaketh; : 
better things than the blood of Abel , erying for mercy 
and forgiveneſs : This blood bath ſuch prevalency and 


vertue , that when it i applyed by Faith unto the moſs Ki 


notorious Malefattor gailty of bleed , as well as ether 
wickedneſs:it doth out-cry and drown the waice of blood 
and every other ſin, ard wafreth the moſt impare Soul 
dyed in fin unto 4 ſcarlet and crimſon hue. This blood 
we hope was ſprinkled npon the Conſcience of this Mur- 
therer, who had a little before embraed bis havxds in 
the blood of bis Fellow-ſervant : for having given ſuch 
evidence of his ſincere repentance, and true faith , wats 
ſeveral of us Miniſters and other Chriflians that were 
with him before and at his Execation : we hope, though 
he were juſtly puniſhed with the firſt drach by the han 
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of man for his crime , that through infinite free Grace 
and Chriſts blaod , he hath eſcaped the ſecond death and 
wrath of God in Hell; The Narrative may give the (ame 
| fatisfattion to others, which the Publiſhers hereof have 
received, which i as fetoweth, 
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Homas Savage , born in the Pariſh of Giles's 

in the Fields, he was pot out Apprentice ro 
Mr, Colszs, Vintner, at the Ship-Favern in Ratchiff, 
where he lived about the ſpace of one year and 
three quarters ; in which time he manifeſted him- 
ſelf to all that knew him , to be s meer Monſter 
in fin : in all that time he never once knew what 
it was to hear onewhole Sermon ; but ufed to go 
in at one door, and out at the other ; and account-. 
ed them fools that could ſpare ſo much time from 
fin as two or three hours on a Lords-day to ſpend 
in the Lords ſervice. He ſpent the Sabbath com- 
monly at the-ale-houſe , or rather at a baſe kouſc

to his ſoul) had ſent me, one of his Embafſadors, tefj f« 
offer him a pardon , and Eternal life, if he weref| t! 
bur willing to accept of Chriſt upon the terms ! 
of the Goſpel , for his Lord and Savieur : andff {< 
did encourage and aſſure him, upon repentance F 
and faith in Chriſt, there was mercy yet fc 
him,though a Murderer, from theſe Scriptures, Iſa | 
1.19. Come now and let ws reaſon together , ſaith the "« 
Lord, though your ſins be as ſcarlet , they ſhall © 
be as white as ſnow , and though they be as red as crim 
ſon they ſhall be as wool, As I opened to him the 1 
great mercy of God in Chriſt towards ſinners Þ 
dyed in grain, that were ſinners of a ſcarlet colour Þ 
that had committed heinous tranſgreſfions,he brake © 
forth into tears, and wept plencifullyat the tyding Ti 
of mercy,and poſlibility chat ſuch a one as he might 

be ſaved. Belides , Iturned him to ſame Scripture Þ 
promiſes,that God would certainly forgive his (ins Þ 
and ſave his Soul,if he could repent,and get faith inf % 
Chriſt : Such as Prov,28.13, He that confeſſeth ani I 
for (aketh bis ſin, ſhall find mercy : andIſa. 55,7. Le © 
the wicked forſake his way , and the unrightcous man 
his theughts 3 ard let him returs unto the Lerd , an L 
he will have mercy upon him ; and to our God , fail © 
he will abundaztly pardon. Tuis Scripture he dilly * 
gently heeded, and rurned it down in his Bible; andy 
theſe two Scriptures (the night before he ſuffered | ? 
amonglt others he alledged 25 thegrounds of big ? 
hopes of mercy. 

1 alfo gave him ſome Scriprture-inſtances « 
great (lingers that had obtained mercy ; rurnec h 
him tothe example of Maxnaſſeth, 2 Chron, 33. t 
thac of Mary Magdalcy, Luke 7. 37, 38. to that. 0i 


=. 


the Jews, As 2. 37, 38. that were guilty of the 
blood of Chriſt, that had murdered the Son of God, 
a greatcr murther than which could not be comir- 
red : and yet upon Repentance and Faith, mary of 
rel them were pardoned and ſaved : To that of Pas, 
is 1 Tim. I-13; 14,15, 16. ſhewed kim how God had 
dj ſet up Paxl as a pattern of Free-grace , towards 

rear ſinners , for the encoursgement of ſuch, thac 
Chouph guilty of great ſins) afterwards ſhould be- 
lieve. To all theſe be hearkned very carefully , and 
took notice of the places of Scripture, for his medi- 
tation, after | left him. 

And laſt of all, Ieadeaveured to ſet before him 
leſus Chriſt, as the only Remedy and Saviour for 
his ſoul ; 2nd fſhewed him the inſufficiency of all 
his Duties, Prayers, and tears, to per off the guile 
of the lea(t (in: that if he could thed a thouſand 
tears of blood for any one vain thought , it would 
te no better than puddle water to jultifie or to ſave 
him. Much diſcourſe I had with bim at chis time, 
belides what is here inſerted, & ſeveral other times 
when I went to vilie him in Newgate ; which I wil- 
lingly omit, becauſe this book ſhould not ſwell to 
too great a bulk. | 

After all, I went to prayer with him : in which 
Duty he was much diſlolved into tears : he ſeemed 
to me,and his faithful friend that was moſt with him 
above all others, to be very earneſt in Prayer , and 
with weeping eyes to beg for pardon and for Con- 
| verting grace, and Chrift to be his Saviour, which 
was much irfitted on 1n tbe Prayer that was made 
for him, 

After which, advizing him to conlider of what I 
kad ſaid, for that time I took my traveof bim, 

The next time after this Diſcourſe, that Mr, 
| 3aker came to him, he Enquired bow ic __nnk 

| | | him, 
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' . © him: heſaid, what T. D. had faid, did very much 

' ſtartle him, that heknew not what co reply,and cry- 
ed out very muchof tlie heinouſneſs of his (ins , that 
he ſhould commir that horrid (in of Murder : and 
knew not what to do, for thar left a deep impreſfion 
upon his beart, That God muſt be a Lyar, orelſe he 
(in-thar condition of impenitency) muſt be damned : 
yethe1laid hold upon that promiſe that was unfolded 
to him, That if 4a finner turned from hys wicked 
Ways, God would Abundantly Pardon : And after- 
wards read on the verſe that followed, 1/a. 55. 8. 
For my thoughts are not your thonghts , neither are 
gour ways my ways, ſaith the Lord, Upon which 
conſidering, (21d, Mex cry ont for death and vengeance, 
0 mercy to be had from men: but Gods thoughts to 4 
repenting ſinner were life , for he delighteth not in the 
death of a ſinner, 

Abont four or five days after this, he was puz- 
led about his performing of Duties, and reſting 
onely upon Chrilt for ſalvation ; for he was tempt- 
ed, if he performed duti:s, ro reſt upon t2em; or to 
ler them alone, and leave them off, if ke muſt reft 
only upon Chriſt. At which time H, $, coming 
to him, enquired how it was with him now ? and 
how he hoped to be ſaved ? He anſwered, By Re- 
pentarce and Faith'; and could ealily tell yog, to 
ſatisfie you, that Ido repent, and do believe: bur 
truly ſoto do 2s Lought, I find ir the hardeſt thing 
in the World : I do believe , andIdonot; I can- 
not-tell how to believe thar Chriſt dyed for (inners, 
ſo 2s to throw my ſelf. wholly and fully upon nim, 
and to think my Tears and Prayers will do me no 
good. 

Bur here, Reader, we mult rake notice of the un- 
wearied diligence of the Devil , in uſing all 
means , from time to time, to undo, ruine, - any 
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wound the Soul of this poor . Malefattor , who 
would not forbeir to ſolicit him toſin, after he 
was caſt into Priſon for former iniquities he had 
committed; for we cannot but judge that the De- 
vil was loath to loſe ſuch a prey as his immor- 
tal ſoul ; when he had brovght him to the very 
mouth and gates of Hell, to have him ſnatched out 
of his hands by the free-grace of God, the Devil 
did work the more ( becauſe he knew his time to 
tempt him, was but thort )) to blemiſh andeclipſe 
the gracious work of God upon his heart, and 
cloud the glory of Gods mercy, in ſaving ſuch a 
ſinner, He was by ſome former acquaintance vili- 
ting of him, { who ſhewed their love to a death- 
deſerving ſinner, no other way than by calling for 
drink, and dcfiring him to drink with them 
overcome therewith , and after ſome former con- 
victions of ſin, and his loſt eſtate, did twice re- 
lapſe into the fin of Drunkenneſs, whereby he cau- 


ſed many to fear, that all this while he had no 


more than ſome common workings of the Spirit; 
and put us to a itand, that we knew not what 
would be the iſue of theſe things : but yet not 
daring to omit endeavours ( if poſſible) as inſtru- 
ments under God to ſave his ſoul, we did after 
this, viſit him again and again, and ſet forth unto 
him the greatneſs of his ſin, that he ſhould fin yet 
more againlt tne Lord, and in his afflittion and 
chains, to provoke the Lord to greater wrath a- 
gainſt his Soul; with many words to that pur- 
poſe, 

After which, his ſoul was wounded, his heart 
was pierced, he tnew not what todo: he asked, 
May mercy be had for a back; ſliding ſinner ? To 
which were given him ſome Scriptures, where 
God called to back-lidino finiters to return, and 
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invited them to repent, and promiſed mercy 
to them if they did, even after they had done 
as wickedly as they could: and this was much 
enlarged upon before him, from Fer. 3. 1, to 15. 
Verſe. But God that had begun to awaken and to 
rowſchis Conſcience, that he might ſet him up as 
a pattern of free grace, would not let the Devil go 


- thus away with his Soul, but brought him to a 


deep ſenſe of his falling into fin, that he much la- 
mented with many tears the ſadneſs of his ſtate, 
the miſery of tis ſoul, ſaying, What will become 
of my foul ! my Immortal ſoul! I cannot think 
what will become of my ſoul ! I deſerve Hell ten 
thouſand times over; and have I now but one grain 
of ſand left inthe glaſs to work for Eternity ? ſhall 
I neglect God any longer? O, I have neglectad 
God too long already ! ſtriking his hand upon his 
breaſt, and wringing his hands , and ſhaking his 
head, and weeping abundantly, ſaid, Lord, what 
ſhall I do? O God, what ſhall I do? Lord, what 
will become of mc? if God had dealt jultly with 
me, I had now been in Hell, 1 had been daſhedin- 
to Hell when I murthered that poor innocent crea- 
ture, I wonder that I am not now in Hell ; that 
ſuch a wretch as I, amnot in Hell : God hath been 
pleaſed to manifeit more mercy to me, in ſparing 
of me, and affording me ſo long time for repent- 
ance; but'I have neglected time, and relapſcd in- 
to drunkenneſs and vain talking, time after time. 
I thought this place ( meaning the Hole in New- 
gate, ) Hell upon carth,and did account ita Heaven 
to be among the other Priſoners : but now God 
hath tryed me, whether fin will be bitter and dif- 
pleaſing to me, or not; I have this day ( being the 


Lords-Jay) been among the Priſoners,and they ask- 


cd me to play at Cards : but inſtead of complying 
/ wit

with them, Ireproved them, and told them, for my 
part I had profaned Sabbaths enough already, I 
have but a little time to work for my ſoul, and 1 
ought not to neglect time now ; that they likewiſe 
(he told them) if they rightly conſidered, had 
tomething elſe to do, and itriking his hand upon 
his breaſt, with much earneſine(s he cryed out with 
tcars, Now, now I find that God hath been at 
work, that God hath been at work upon my ſoul; 
he hath, I am ſure, been at work : for now l fee ſo 
much evil, and taſte ſuch bitterneſs in fin, that 1 
am not ſo much troubled that I am to dye, nor ſo 
much troubled that 1 am in danger of Hell, as to 
think 1 ſhould ſo diſhonour God, that I ſhould ſo 
offend ſo gracious and mercifula God, and ſpurn 
againlt all his mercies, On my ſoul! my Immor- 
tal ſoul! | know rot what will become of it to all 
etcrnity, it is the griefof my very ſoul, that 1 have 
neglectcd time as | have done : now I ſee ſv much 
need of a Chriit, ' and ſo much preciouſneſs and 
excellency in Ciariſt , that if the greateſt King 
in the world ſhould come and throw his Crown 
at my foot, and tel] me | ſhould cnyjoy it, and all 
the glory of it for millions of ycars, and thoold 
have my Liberty preſently, and ſhould ſay, but it © 
muſt be without Chrilt, 1 wou'd ſooner chooſe to 
dye this moment ; nay, to be racked to pieces by 
ten thouſand deaths, or burn ten years tocether , 
© | ſol may have a Chriſt, I ſpeak freely from my 
1 | heart, ſo far as | know my heart; and now I find 
4 || 't is not only the Devil's tempting me , hath 
p brought me to this, but this curſed, wretched, de- 
villiſh heart of mine within, It is within me, ſo 
that it was in me before it was committed by me : 
I deſerved Hell tcn thouſand times over, before | 
co.nmitted this horrid fin : well, now 1 am rcfol-

ved, I will pray as much as I can,and weep and wre- 
{tle with God, as if I were to have Heaven for it : 
but when I have done all, I will deny all; for my 
Prayers and Tears cannot ſave me: and 1 will fully 
and wholly throw my ſelf at the feet of Chrilt ; and 
if l am damned, I willbedamned there, And more 
he ſpake to this purpoſe in Mr. Baker's hearing. 
About three days after, Mr. Baker coming to 
him, asked him how it was with him, He told him, 
that the Devil was very bufie with him, anddid ſo- 
licit him grievouſly with his Temptations, per- 
ſwading him to have thoughts of eſcaping: Theſe 
things (ſaid he) hindred my minding of God one 
patt of the day; the other part of the day the De- 
vil fills me with drowſineſs, that I can neither pray, 
nor read, nor perform any duty, nor mind any one 
that prays with me.Sometimes he tempts me tode- 
 lay,telling me that it is time enough for me tothink | 
of Repentance when I am Condemned; and, that 
God is a merciful God ; and ſometimes he tempted 
me to Deſpair,telling me that it was impoſhble that 
ſo monſtrous a ſinner as I had been, ſhould be ſaved. 
But bleſſed be God that he made me to think that 
theſe were but the Devils Temptations, although I 
have been ſadly hurried with them for ſome days : 
but that which did moſt fill me with terror, was the 
frequent fears of the Devil's appearing perſonally 
to me; which did ſo exceedingly trouble me in 
Prayer, ſo that I could ſay nothing when I kneeled 
down, but was fain to ſet the Candle down before 
me, and dur{tnot look one way nor other, for ſear 
I ſhould ſee him; and my thoughts have been ſo 
vain many times, when you have been reading to 
= that] have ſcarce heard a word of what you 
ud, |

A Diſcourſe betwixt H.B.and TS. Priſoner in New- 
gate, after ſome Friends went away diſſatisfied, 
fearing he had not a ſenſe of his ſin, &C, 


H. B. asking him how it was with him 2 He 
replied, It zs the grief of my Soul that 1 ſhould be 
no more affetted: 1 think I have the moſt rockge ſtony 
heart in the world : if ever there was an heart of Iron, 
I have one; it ts not fit to be called an heart. To have 
others come and pray with me, andinſirutt me,and ſee 
how they are affeited with my condition, and yet I not 
at all affetted with my own condition; Oh it is the grief 
of my ſoul ts ſee it ſo) and yet as ſoon as Miniſters and - 
2004 people are gone, I wa!k about and conſider ,ob it 
melts me,andbreaketh my heart in pieces tothink,l can 
mourn for ſin, and freeve for ſin no more, when Gods 
people are with me | becauſe it cauſeth them to think, 
that I am not ſenſible of my ſin ;, though bleſſed be God 
lamin ſome meaſure ſenſible of the evil of my ſins ; 
and it 1s the grief of my ſoul to think, bow I have dif- 
honoured God, and abuſed bis Mercy, and ſpurned «- 
gainst bis Mercy and Patience, 


After this, they both ſpent ſome time in prayer, 
and H.B, asked him, how it was with him now? He - 
ſaid, I find ſo much ſwectneſs in prayer, although 1 
cannot find God loveth me, that to think I am not 
Curſing and Swearing as others are,but be confeſhng 
my fin, my very tears trickle down my Cheeks for 
joy : ſometimes I find my heart ſo dead and dull in 
duty, that I know not what to ſay in Prayer: at. 
other times I find my heart- ſo full, and ſo much at- 
fectedin Duty, that I could wiſh I might never riſe 
oft my knees,

"The Night before the Seffions, #7. B. coming 
to him, asked him if it was not terrible to him to 
think of appearing before the Birr of men? hean- 
ſwered, methinks when I conſider ſeriouſly of it, 
what 2 light poor thing mans Barr is in compariſon 
of Gods Barr, yet mans Barr is enough to daunt one, 
to hear them ſay, Take him Gaoler, tye bim up : but 
to appear before Gods Barr, wao knoweth all the 
fins that ever | committed ; he ſaw al) my ſecrer 
fins; and for God to ſay, Take him Gaoler take him 
Devil, ſhut him up in the Dungeon of Hell : Oh' that 
is enough, [ belizve, to make the ſtoute!t heart in 
the World to tremble : for there is no recalling 
that ſentence; and [ believe there are many go out 
of this Priſon, as I ſaw formerly three that went 
to be hanged, and they were almo!t drunk, and did

The morning before he went to the Seſſions, 
H. B. and the Priſoner ſpent ſome time in Prayer, 
the Priſoner in his prayer did earneſtly beg of God 
that he would keep him from thoſe temptations he 
might be expoſed unto by bad company : After 
this he was taken down to the Seſſions houſe, but 


' was not called becauſe the Jury of Middleſex did 


not fit that day, 

Atn:ght H.B. cametohim again, and asking 
how it was with him; he anſwered, he found it no 
eafie thing to be a true Chriſtian: I thought before 
I came to Priſon, that reading a Chapter now and 
then, and ſaying the Lords Prayer, and the Creed 
atnipht when I wenttobed, would have ſaved me, 
though many times I was aſleep before T had half 
done: but now I find it no ſuch eaſfie thing to get 
19 Heaven; nay, I find it the hardeit thing in the © 
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World, for, my Prayers and Tears and Duties, if 
I could fall upon my knees and never riſe off from 
them while I live, t:ey would not ſave me; for all 
this is but my du:y: but I now know there is merit 
enough in the blooc! of Chritt to ſave me; and he 
did earnelily beg of God in Prayer, that God would 
waſh his ſoul in the Llood of Chrilt, and blot out 
all his fins out of the book of his remembrance, 
and turn them bekind his back, though IT as carn- 
eitly beg they might be all [pread before my face, 
that | might have a more humlle and throughly 
broken heart for them : Lord, one drop of that 
blood is eaough to wath away all my fins: And fo 
after ſome conference, Z.B. left hin for that night, 
who heard from one that was with him that night, 
that he ſpent that time molt in Prayer, and read- 
_. 
The ſecond morning, in the time of the Scſſons, 
Mr. Baker, thit was a carcful Friend for the good 
of his ſoul, went to the Sciſions-Houſe, where he 
found him well, and in good Frame, and'continu- 
ed with him for the ſpace of twoor three hours 
that morning ; after which time Mr, Baker was 
from him to hear the Tryal of tie Perſon that was 
arraigned, and afterward executed for the Fire up- 
on the houſe biirnt down in Aſ:ncing- Lane, for the 
ſpace of half an hay, or thereabout ; in which time, 
in company of ſhe Priſoners, he was much di- 
{tempered \ ſomething that he had drank a- 
mongit them, which did take from him his under- 
ſtanding, that he was not his own man; we judge 
( that though this did caſt a blemith upon the pro- 
fcſſon that he had made after he came to Newgate ) 
it was not a voluntary a&t, but ſome ſurprifal or 
deſign of the other upon him ; partly, becauſe the 
quantity was far leſs than what -at other times he _ 
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could drink without any diſturbance to his head, A 
Friend alſo heard Hannah the Strumpet that enticed 
him to his former wickedneſs,ſfay, Orhers have made 
you arunk to day, but I will makg you drnnk, to mor. 
row. But afterwards he was afraid to drink in their 
company,but rather denied to take what was neceſ- 
ſary for his refreſhment. 

The Priſoners were much againſt his accuſing of 
that Harlot; and did much perſwade him to take 
ſomething to chearhis Spirits: and when T.D. was 
with him on Saturday before he dycd, he charged 
him with hisſin, which had cauſed ſuch a biot upon 
all the Profeſſion he had made, and what great 
cauſe he had to be humbled before God ; ind dee 
fired him to tell him as adying man, whether it was 
his voluntary act anddel:ghc in exceſſive drinking, 
orno? And hedid profeſs, that he knew it was not 
the quantity that he had drank, which was not near 
ſo much as at other times he did uſe without diſtem- 
pering of himſelf. | 

However , God was pleaſed to make him taſte 
the bitterneſs of that Cup, in that he had given ſuch 
occaſion to ſinners to ſpeak cvil of the waysof God, 
and beating his hands ( being returned to himſelf ) 
upon the ſtones, crycd out, O that I ſhould offend 
God ! And though he did mucii lament the ſcandal, 
yet he always ſaid,that he looked not upon it as a 
fin of drunkenneſs, but a circumvention ; or to uſe 
his own words, that ſomething was put into the 
drink, to diltcmper his head. : 

On Saturday during the Scſſions, he wasarraign- 
cd, and pleaded Gaz'ry, contelling with many tears, 
and wringing his hands, that he, through the in- 


ſtigation of the Devil, and inticement of that wret- ' 


ched Creature ( meaning the Harlor, ). had com- 
mitted that bloody fact, which was ſugh an horror

to his conſcience, that he would not do it again for 
ten thouſand Worlds: his Carriage and Confeſſion 
was ſuch, that he much moved the honourable 
Bench and Jury, «nd molt of the Beholders. 

On Monday next he received his Sentence of 
death; after which time he was with the other con= 
demaned Priſoners, and did pray with them four 
times a day, and read to them, and ſung Pſalms with 
them. After the Execution of the reſt, he had time 
given or procured him by the honourable Sheriff of 
London, for ſome days, which he improved to the 
creat advantage of his Soul. | 


On Friday nizht he uttered theſe expreſſions, in com= 
pany with H. B. being the day that the other Pri- 


ſoners were Executed. 


I find, ſaith he, ſomuch ſweetneſs, and delight, 
and pleaſure in Gods ways, and ſo much folly in 
the ways of ſin, that if there were no Heaven to re- 
ward, nor any Hell to puniſh, I could not but love 
the ways of God, and the People of God: O, it 
is ſo ſweet to be in company with them,praying and 
converſing with them , over what is in hearing 
others Swear and Curſe, that I account it as great 
a mercy as any almoſt, that I may. be in their, 
Company. O methinks it is a Heaven to me ta 
be with God's Miniſters and People; and Prayer 
now is ſo ſweet , that I grudge the time always 
when I am off from my knees, or go down to the 
Grate, Now there is nothing in the World I prize 
like Chriſt; one Chriſt above Ten thouſand 
Worlds: now Idorepent,and I do believe through 
ercy : it is the Lords work; but I earneſtly beg 
| an 
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and pray for a more humble, and a more broken 
heart, anda more through ſenſe of ſin, and a great- 
er ſorrow for it, and beg that God would enable 
me to come to him, to believc in him; Lord, ſaith 
he, Faith is thy work, Repentancceis thy work ; do 
thou enable me to repent; nay, thou halt enabled 
me to repent, and I do from the very bottom of 
my heart, Lord, as far as I know my own heart; 
I repent that I ſhould offend ſo gracious, and ſo 
merciful a God as thqu art, Lord; and Faith is thy 
work. Lord, ſaith he, halt thou not ſaid, No man 
can come to thee, except the Father draw him, 
Draw me, O Lord, and1I ſhall run to thee ; enable 
me to believe, Lord, and 1 ſhall believe ; nay,I do 
believe, . Lord, that Jeſus Chriſt his blood was not 
ſhed in vain. Did Chriſt dic for nothing, Lord ? 
Did he not die to ſave all repenting and belicving 
ſinners, of whom | am chief? | 

On Saturday at night, in company with Mr, Baker, 

he Diſcourſed thus. 

Oh! my dear Friend, taking me by the hand, 
come hither, ſaith he, and opening the Coffin, lcok 
here is the Ship, faith he, in which I muſt lanch out 
ito the Ocean of Eternity : and is it not a terri- 
ble thing (faith he) to ſee one's own Coffin and 
burying-cloaths, when at the ſame time I am as 
well as you ? do you think it would not daunt you? 
to go to the Gallows, to have the Halter, and 
todye there? were this for the ſake of the Goſpel,l 
ſhould not care, were it ten hundred times a worſe 
death : but to ſuffer this curſed death for ſuch hor- 
rid fins, O this is ſad! Why, faidI, you havea 
greater mercy in ſome reſpect, than thoſe that dye 
in their beds; for they arc full of ſickneſs and pain, 
and cannot ſo well mind repentance as you , who{ 
are well, and hayenothing elſe to mind, . Ah Sir 
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ſaith he , their ſins are of a far leſs nature than 
mine, and ſo they co not need ſo much repentance 
as min2do: my dying for ſuch horrid fins, makes 
my repentance to be ſo much the more hard. O, ſaith 
he, I believe it, it is a hard work to dye: I could 
carry it out as bravely as any, (do you think1 could 
net?) but to conſider, that as 1 die, and am ſen- 
tenced from God's Barr, ſo I mu't be for ever, im- 
mediately cither be everlaſtingly happy,or everlaſt- 
jiagly miſerable : To confider this, would make a 
ſtout heart to tremble : Thoſe poor Creatures that 
were here the other night ( meaning the other con- 
demned Priſoners) they know now what it 15 to be 
in an eternal ſtate, and if they are gone to Hell, O 
Lord, how miſerably are they diſappointed, who 
hoped for to have gone to Heaven,and are ſent from 
thy Barr to endleſs burning / Lord, what a mercy 
is it that I have a little time longer left, letit be im- 
proved to thy glory, and let my foul live, and I ſhall 
praiſe thee. FI 3. 
The laſt Lords-day he lived, he deſired to- be a- 
lone, and ſpent it in wreſtling - with - God: by 
prayers, and in vther duties in order to his prepara- 
tion for his great change by death, that then he 
expected tne next day ; in whichduties he found ſo 
much of God, that he had ſome fore-taſts of the 
joys of Heaven ; and when we asked him what of 
God he had found that day; he replyed, That he 
had ſuch pleaſure and delight” in mourning for 
ſin, and praying unto God , that he was loath' to 
come off from his knees. At night there were 
fome Minilters that ſate up with him, and ſpent 
that night in prayer with him, and for him, and in 
conference ; on Monday morning came T. D. to 
him before day (thinking it was his laſt day; for 
| an 
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an Order was ſent on Friday for his Execution on 
Monday ) and ſaid to him, Thomas, how is it with 
you now ? your [aſt day begins to dawn. He ſaid, 
Bleſſed be God I am not afraid to dye, becauſe I 
hope ſhall go to Jeſus Chriſt. After ſome time in 
prayer for him, we deſired him to ſpend ſome 
time in that Duty ; which he performed with ſo 
much affection, and earneſt pleading with God , 
that all the Company were exceedingly melted, 
and their hearts beyond ordinary meaſure warm- 
£d and raiſed, that the room did ring with ſighs 
and groans; and there was ſuch a mighty pre- 
ſence of the Spirit poured out upon him, and on 
thoſe that joyncd with him, that we do not remem- 
ber the time when. ever we had experience of the 
like, In whick Praycr, after the confeſſion of his 
ſins, he begged earneſtly for pardon, and for an in- 
tereſt in Chriit ; ſaying, O Lord, wilt thou let me 
dye withouta Chriit ? Shall I leave this World,be- 
fore thou ſmileit upon my Soul? Thou haſt pro- 
|. miſed pardon, and mercy, and ſalvation to thoſe 
that do repent, and to thoſe that do believe : 
Lord, I do repent, I do believe, if I know 
my own heart, I do repent, I do believe; Lord, 
I roll my ſelf upon thy Son, I caſt my ſelf at his foot 
for mercy. Thou woulditbe juſt if thon doſt damn 
me; but thou ha{t pardoned others, and it will be to 
the praiſe of thy free-grace to pardon me. Lord, 
ſhall thoſe Prayers that have been made, and all 
thoſe Tears that have been ſhed for me, and all thoſe 
Inſtructions which have been given me, be all in 
vain ? With many other cen in that Prayer, 
which wonderfully affected the hearts of thoſe that 
were with him; that afterwards we looked upon 
one another, wondring at the Grace of God to- 
wards him;that one ſo wicked all his days, ſo young 
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29 
(beir's ſixteen years old) ſo lately acquainted with 
the ways of God,ſhould have ſach a Spirit of Pray- 
er poured out upon him; after this, he prayed 
with more life and fervency than before; and the 
nearer he came to his end, the more we perceived 
God was ripening him for Glory. 

After this, wc took our leave of him, not know- 
ing but that was the Jait day ; for the Cart ſtood be- 
low, and the Coffin fetched down, and ſome of the 
honourable Sheriffs of London's men, came into the 
Priſon ; but the Sheriff of Mzddleſex having rot 
notice to be ready, his Execution was dferred till 
VYeadneſday following. 


Readeryhere take notice,that the report that the rea- 
ſon why he was not Executed on Monday, was becauſe 
he was drnnk., 1s an abomin.able falſheed;, for to our 
knowledg that were with him, he did not eat nor arin 
that morning. 

When we went up to him again, we told himwe 
perceived he was not to dic that day,giving him cau- 
tion, not to think, there was any pardon intended for 
him : and one came from the Sheriff to acquaint * - 
him with the reaſon of the delay of his Execution. 

When his Coftin was carried up to him again, 
one asked what he thought, and what were the 
workings of his heart when he ſaw his Coffin 
brought back ? he ſaid he was much troubled, and 
it daunted him to ſce it; for he could willingly 
have dycd that day, to go to Chriſt, On Monday 
mn the Afternoon he had an exceſſive pain in his 
Teeth, ( as we judge occaſioned by his leaving off 
his cloaths, and putting on ſome thin Apparel- to 
dye in) and that evening he expreſlcd great wil- 
lingneſs to dye and leave this World. He ſaid, I ſee 

and feel ſo much cxceliency in Chritt, that he is ſo 
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things. Lord, I count it an Hell to be upon Earth, 
I ſo long to be where I might enjoy thee : and he 
ſpent ſome time 11. prayer, ( notwithſtanding his 
pain ) with much afteftion, wherein he ſaid, The 
pain of the Teeth was great, but the pain of Hell 
was greater. 

- On Tueſday, the day before he dyed, after ſome 
time ſpent in prayer both by him ard Z. B. being 
full of joy, he expreſſed himſelf thus: O my dear 
friend, what a welcome (hall I give you when you 
come to Heaven, and ſay to you, Come ſee, come 
ſce, this 15 the Glory that you told me of : but all 
that you ever told me, was nothing to what I have 
found; O what a place is this! O how ſhall we 
love one another then ! Sure it cannot be, but Hca- 


ven mult be a glorious place, where God, and 
Chriſt, and Angels be. 


| The night before hedyed, a Miniſter came to 
Thomas Savage, and after other ſerious diſcourle , 


for ſattsfaion of a Chriſtian Friend that had ſeen 


8 - him bcfore, he demanded of him, what were now 
> the grounds of his hopes of Salvation? He made . 


this reply, God both in infinite mercy made me 
deeply ſenſible of great fins, and not only of them, 
bur of the vileneſs of my heart and nature; and 
God hath made me to abhor my ſelf for my fins, 
and I hope truly to repent of them : for that 
which hath been the delight of my ſoul, is now as 
bad as Heil; and God hath given me to ſee, that 
all my own Prayers and Tears, and all the Prayers 
of all the good people that come to me, are not a- 
ble to ſave, A Chriſt alone; I throw my felf atthe 
feet of Chriſt for mercy, and if I periſh, 1 will

This laſt night before his death; he defired us to 
ſi: up with him, in order to his better preparation 
for the great work he had to do the next day, that 
we might wreſtle with God an his behalf, that 
when death approacheth ſo near unto him , he 
might have ſome nearer acceſies unto God into his 
ſoul, that when pale dcath {tarcd him in the face, 
he might ſec Gods ſmiling countenance , which 
opportunity we readily embraced, and ſpent the 
former part of the night in prayer, till two of the 
Clock in the morning ; about which time he Ye- 
fired us to go down into the Lodge, that he might 
have ſome part of the night for prayer and medi- 


tation alone, and to diſcourſe a while with his 


friend Mr. Baker, to whom he moſt of all did open 
his very heart, and ſpake more freely to, than to 
any other ( whom for that reaſon we left with him) 


and when we were gone down, his Friend being 


with him, who told us afterwards, he fel] into ad- 
miration, and faid, What a Prodigy am1? What 


a wonder of mercy that God ſhou!d encline the. 


hearts of his Miniſters to come and pray with me / 


and pour out their ſouls in prayer thus for-me ?. 


For me a Murthercr, for me a Drunkard, for me 
ſo vile and ſinful / Well, I cannot but love God ; 
and though I go to Hell, yet I will love God for 
his goodneſs and graciouſneſs. to me already ma- 


nifelted in this world : yea, though I ſhould: be 


damped for my fia,, yet I could and would love 
God. VVhat, would they venture to come and 
pray with me a Murthercr? How did they know 
but I might have murthered ſome of them ? Proy 
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for me! wreſtle for me! Well, I know God lovesÞh 
me; Iam ſure God loves me. - 

When he was in prayer, fomeof us heard himfſo 
ſay, Now Lord 1 amcoming to thee,thou art mine,and 
Chriſt is mine ; and what need I be afraidof Death ?Þ 
Lord,give me ſome ſenſe and ſome ſign of thy love,that JN 
when my ſoul ſhall be ſeparated from my body, it may.

The eye that 
mocketh at bis Father, and deſpiſeth to obey his Mo- 
ther the Ravens of the Valley ſhall pick it out, and the 
young Eagles ſball eat it What is the Engliſh of that? 
why.,they ſhail come to an untimely end. Have not 
the ſad complaints of many at Tzv«rn, ſufficiently 
demon{trated this to be true? Have not many cry- 
cd out With a Halter about their neck, Children, if 
you value your lives and ſouls, take heed of difo- 
beying your parents. That was the fin which brought 
me to this untimely and ſhameful end.

tude of Apprentices and Children that wander up 
and down oorfieids on the Lord's Day, ſpeak this 
to be too true ? they dare not make bold with their 
Matiters time on the Week-days : but as for God's

play in : they dare as well eat a picce of their fingers 
almoſt, as to do that on another day, which they do 
then; and the truth of it is, they look upon the 
diſpleaſurc of adying man as terrible ; but the An- 
ger of a holy God they make light of.

O! (ſaid 
he)wher 7 ſhould have been begging the l:fc of my ſoul, 
I was plotting the death of my ſoul c>body roo, Did none 
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of you ſtand by the Cart when he wept ſo bitterly , 
and cryed to the Lord to forgive this great and 
dreadful fin? Did none of you hear how earneſtly 
he begged of you to have a care of that fin, as you 
loved your lives and ſouls? © O wretch (ſaid he) that 
I was! I ſtudied bow I might ſpend the Lords day in the 
devils work, [thought Icould never diſhonorGod enough; 
and that time that 1 ſhonld hava ſerved God moſt in, 1 
did moſt for Satan-an them then I'play'dmy mad pranks 
I went into the Churchingdeed, ſometimes, (but I may 
ſpeakzt with ſhame & deep ſor; ow now) I never heard 
one whole Sermon all the while I was with my Alaſter; 
+ indeed I laugh'd at thoſe that ſpent the Sabbath in 
hearing of Sermons, praying;e* locked upon them as 
the verieſt fools in the world. [ was clad when the Sab- 
bath came,that I might have time torun to my vile com- 
rades. I rejoyced that I con!d then go to ſatisfie my cnr- 
ſedlufts with whoreſh women : O ! tell young men from 
me,T hat the breaking of the Sabbath ts a coſtlye+ dan- 
gerows ſin,Sirs,the ſubitance of this Sermon I receiv- 
cd from his mouth : and will younot believe a dy- 
ing man? Do you think hedid but jeſt? 'Twas 
on the Sabbath-day he went to a Whore, 'twas on 
the Sabbath he rabbed his Maiter, and *twas on the 
Sabbath that he killed the Maid, But becauſe this 
fin is Epideinical, I leave a ſhort itory with you, and 
deſire you to think of it, and then if you like what 
follows, break the Sabbath ſtill. The ſtory is this : 
A dear friend of mine was preaching about the fan- 
ctifying of the Sabbath, and had occaſion to'make 
mention of that man, that by the ſpecial command 
of God was tonedto death for gathering ſticks np- 
on the Sabbath-day. Whcereupon one of the Con- 
gregation {tood up and laugh'd, and made all the 
haſte he could out of the Church, and went to ga-

therins of ſticks, though he had noncedof them: 
but when the people came from the Sermon, they 
found this man itark dead, with the bundle of iticks 
in his arms, lying in the Church-Porch. And yet 
for all this, there itands a young man in that corner 
that makes nothing of idling away the Sabbath : 
and there fits another that minds not the Lord's 
Day, except it be to get into wicked company, and 
take his pleaſurc in it. And how canit thou endure 
to hear of this, without trembling? Butl fear,thy 
heart is ſo hard, tnat thoy art rcady to rage agatait 
this reproof: well,if the cale be 10,1 have dune with 
tice; but believeit, God hath not yet done with 


thee, and the Devil hath notdone with thee : and 


though thy Conſcience ſay nothing now, yet 1 tell 
thee, That hath not done wittythce neither: let none 
think Iam tedious vpon this head: if young men 
will but reform this fin, I promiſeÞ will never tell 
them of it more. Chriitians,( 1 hope that there be 
ſome ſuch here.) would it not be a bleſſed fight ro 
{cethe Fields,the T averns,the Whorc-houſes emp- 
ty,and the Churches full ? would it not bea bleſſed 
Reformation ? O when ſhal} it once be! which 1s 
the ſweeter Viuſicl;, to hear the air eccho with 
the confuſed hollowing and roaring of lewd young 
men, playing upon tne-Lords day, or to hear the 
ſound of {inging of; Pſalms, repeating of Sermons, 
Praying, Reading of Scriptures? which is hke to 
end beit? 1/a.56.2. Amos 8, I/a.58.13,14. Exzek, 
20, 12, 

4. Another youthful ſin is, Aſ;/-pending of rime, 
Youns ones think they have time cnough before 
them, and therefore make nothing of trifling it a- 
way, How far are moſt from following the Apoſtles 
counſel,in redeeming of the time? what do you think 
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many hours diſcourſe of filthy bawdy ſtories, is that L 


redeeming of time? Is ſitting up whole nights to 
play at Cards and Dice, redeeming of time ? Is 
robbing your ſelves of ſleep, to lye in the boſom 
of Dalilah, redcemingtime ? If this be redeeming 


of time, then ſome of our young ones, and many of 


our Gallants, redeen«.time bravely, 'T was a nota- 
ble one, that of Sexeca; If (ſaith he) one ask me for 
my Purſe, I amnot very willing to give it him; if 
he beg my Eſtate,l think it a mad requelt : but if he 
ask me to paſs away time with him, twoor three 
days of time, I paſs not much upon it, butit's cafily 
Sranted : and thus one of the molt precious things 
in the world is vilified, O little do people think 
how glad they ſhall be-one day of one of thoſe hours 
that they ſpent in foolery! Oh call time again, will 
be the language of more than one, upon a death- 
bed. Could you talk with ſome of the mad young 
ones that are in Hell, that lived five or {ix years ago 
in as much pleaſure as you do now, and ſpent their 
time like you, but it may be little dreamed of. being 
in Hell ſo ſoon, but might reckon of forty or fifty 
years to live; could you, I ſay, talk with them,and 
ask them what they think of time now : they would 
quickly ſay, Oh a world for one praying-hour. Oh 
where are the people to be found that ſeriouſly 
conſider that there 1s not a moment of Time but 
we muſt be accountable for, "Twas excellently 
ſpoke of that poor young man when he was in New- 
gate amonglt the common Priſoners; one Sabbath- 
day they asked him to play at Cards with them: Oh 
((aith he) you and have fomething elſe to do with 
our time, than to play at Cards: Is it now a tme . 
for us to be ſporting away the Sabbath, when we 
have but one poor Sand left to work for Eternity ?

The young man upon whoſe account we 
are here met this day, told me, Thar two or three 
wicked fellows firit got him out to ſpend a penny ; 
butl'ttle did he think whither they were leading of 
him; and after they had been at one place, they 
carricd him to another, till at laſt they brovght 
him to that Houſe, out of which few go without 
their Deaths-wound, This was the general com- 
plaint of them that went this latt Aſſizes ro Tibarn, 
And yet how are ſilly ſouls pleaſed with ſuch com- 
pany, whoſe greatcit kindneſs is to make them go 
merrily to Hell?

Did you ne- 
ver read the 3d of AZal. v.5. [will come near to judg- 
ment,1 will be a ſwift witneſs againſt thef alſe ſwea- 
rers, and ſuco as fear not me,ſaith the Lordof Hoſts, 
But youl'l fay, Your tongues are your own, who is 
Lord over us? P/a/.12.4., You thall hear on: ſhortly 
that will anſwer that queſtion, and let you know, 
thathe is Lord over that, and that your own tongue 
ſhall be made to condema you, But whats it that 
I ſce? Howdoes that ſwcaring Wretch ſtorm and 
rage there at me, for telling him of his fins? Come, 
come, finner, if you ſpare not God, I promiſe you 
I willnot ſpare you: and I tell thee, what thou 
heareft, is nothing to what thou ſhalt feel. 

7. Thnencxt youthful luſt that | ſhall mention, is 
Drunkenneſs. Do not many (I wiſhold ones were 
not here too guilty ) act as if their buſineſs in this 
World was to cat, and drink, and take thcir plca- 
ſurcs? The Devil bids them read that Text, Eccle/. 
II, 9. Rejoyce,O young man; and they are calily per- 
ſwaded to take his counſel : and ſo they drink, and 


roar, and conſider not what a reckoning will be - 


brought in at laſt: neither do they ſtand till they 
haveread the latter part of that verſe; but know,that 
for all theſe things God will bring thee to judgment, 
Not confidering the meaning of that whole Scrip- 
ture, which is but this : Go, young man, lye at the 
Taverns & Alc-houſes, do; drink, and be drunk; but 
remember this,you ſhal bedamn'd for't,& God will 
make you take off other Cup, whether you will or 
no,& thatis a Cup ſpiced with wrath and fury. But 
you ſce not, neither do you yet feel it ; and there- 
fore you do but laugh at all this:you ſay with thoſe 
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in Matt. 24.19. My Maſter delays his coming ; and 
therefore you eat and drink with the Drunkards : 
you ſay,Let him talk till kis heart akes,I will never 
leave my pleaſure for you ; why man! wilt thou: 
then be deſperate? Dare you ſay,/le drixk,though' 
there be Death in the Pot,though Hell be at the bot- 
tom of the Cup? or do you think that God will be 
worſe than his word * and, that though he threaten 
high, yet he means no ſuch matter ? O ſinner: de» 
ceive not thy ſelf; and if thou forget the relt, carry 
home but that one Text, Dear. 29.9, 10. If any one 
hear the words of this curſe,and yet bleſs bimſelf in his 
heart, ſaying, 1 ſhall have peace, thoush I walkin the 
imazination of mine one heart,aud add drunkenneſs to 
thirſt, the Lord will not ſpare him, &c, Do you read 
on, and read it again,and think of.that Scripture the 
next time that you fit down to your Cups.Littledo 
poor Creatures think how dreadful a fin drunkenneſs 
1s,and how many it bringeth with it. Ile tell you of 
one {tory of my own knowledge, and then [ ſhall 
lcave this. A certain Drunxard that I knew very 
well,when he was in drink,quarrelled with his Fel- 
low-ſervant, and after a few words, knocked him 
down with his Flail,and killed him at one blow. Af- 
terwards, by Friends he made a (hift to eſcape the 
Halter, and comes home again, and ſwears, and 
curſes, and drinks atas high a rate as ever: but at 
Jait, when he wasin the ſame yard wherc he did this 
Murder,he dropt down dcad in a moment,and I was 
one of the fir!t that ſaw him. 

'8. Another youthful fin is, Vncleanneſs. Is not 
England too near a kin to France ? Do not many of 
our youns ones act as if they took pattern by Sodom 
and had learned of Gomorrah? Feremiah made ſad 
complaint, Fer.5.7. Andare weleſs guilty ? Doth 

| not 
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not the Scripture ſpeak plain enough againſt this 
{f1n?though the Pope count it a vex:al fault, yet thoſe 
that are guilty of it, will find, that his Pardon will 
give them little caſe when they are calt intoa Bed 
of flames. Sure our hot young men ſeldom rcad the 
book of Proverbs,but act as if that imple young man 
(Prov.7,10.) did run no great hazzard : what was it 
that brougnt T homas Savare oo Theft and Murder ? 
What brought him to that ſhameful death ? O how 
bitterly did he take on, that he ſhould ever ſce the 
facc of that vile woman! O ! had he but conſidered 


: Whether he was going, and that molt of her Guelts 


goto Hell : had he but thought ſeriouſly how bit- 
ter that ſin would prove, I believe he would have 
lain in flames as ſoon as with that abominable woman. 
Did none of you hear what he ſaid when he was 
upon the Cart? didnone of you ſee with what car- 
neltneſs he ſpoke ? why, this was one great thing 
that he begged of you yours ones, as hisdying re- 
guelt, That you would have a care of this fin. 

9. The next youthful ſin that I ſhall mention, is 
Theft. Drunkenneſs,and Uncleanneſs,are two coltly 
ſins, eſpecially the latter, and poor Creatures are 
uſually ſo bewitched with that, that Credit, Purſe, 
Body,Soul, and all muſt go, rather than that bealtly 
fia ſhould not be gratified. How many Servants 
are there that wrong their Maſters , imbezil their 
Goods, and ſecretly waſte them by the fore-inenti- 
oned fin ? and [I believe I need not tell you what a 
tragical end Theft hath, 

That Prodigy of her Sex, and diſgrace of wo- 


- men, could not be ſatisfied with Wine and good- 


cheer; her Purſe mult be fed as well as hcr ſtinking 
Carcaſe : What do you come hit ber(ſaid ſhe)for with- 
out money ? Why where ſhall T have it, (aid he? What, 
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bath your Maſter none?replied that Monſter. Yes, fatd 
he ; but 1 never wronged him,neither can I, Nay, aid 
ſhe,if you be thereabswts, come no wore here, Butalas ! 
the poor Creature is enſnared, ſo that he cannot but 
£0 to ask counſel cf this Daughter of the Devil, 
how he ſhould manage his matters, ſo as to get that 
money which his Malter had, She maxes a ready 
reply, and adviſeth To murder the Maid, to bury 
the theft, O that unfaithful Servants would think 
of theſe things, andnow and then read that Scrip= 
ture, Tzt. 2.10. and Luke 16.6. | 

I ſhould here ſpeak ſomething of the bloody fin 
of Murder; but the word of God, the Laws of men, 
the Power of Conſcience, and the ſignal Judgments 
of God againſt ſuch, puts me in ſome hope that I 
need not much infill upon that, I ſhall-add but one 
lin more. 

10. Another youthful ſin is, Incorrigibleneſs How 
reſolutely do moit young ones go on in their fins? 
How hardly brought ſo much as to debate the bu- 
fincſs ſobcrly with themſelves or others ? How do. 
they flye in the face of them which reprove them? 
as if it were ten times a greater fault for to reprove 
lin, than to commit it. Nay, ſome are come to that 
height, that they make bur a mock of Hell and 
Judgment, as wellasSin,7ſa.5. 19, Buttheſe are ſo 
vile a Generation, that I havelittle hopes of pre- 
vailing with them, Pſal.28.4,5. Fer.22.21. Gen.19. 
1.4, 

11. Thenext thing I propoſed to ſpeak to,.was, 
To ſhew you what it is to flee ſin, In this I ſhall be ve- 
ry brief. 

I, Notto commit it. Take not up:this Serpent, 
for it hath a deadly iting in the tail of it. Embrace 


not this Dalilah,ſor fhe will betray thee. Haſt away,

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avoid it; if you donot, itis as much as your life, 
the life of your ſoul, is worth, 1a, 1.

2. Flee ; That is, avoid the very occaſions of fin, 
It's ill jefting with edg-tools. They are fafelt, that 
are fartheſt from it. A hundred to one but thou art 
caught, it thou play with the Bait. Who,but a mad 
man, would take ſtrong poy ſon into his mouth, and 
ſay tharhe will then ſpitit out ? Who would chuſe 
to {leep upon the top of. a Maſt ? Believe it, Sin is 
one of the molt dangerous things in the world, and 
he thattampers with it, plays with Hell,and is ſport- 
ing with the Devil, 1 Thef. 5. 22. 

+3, Flee; that is,hate it with a perfect hatred. Say, 
what have I to do with Idols any more? How ſhail I do 
this and ſin againt God?Labour for a ſpiritual anti- 
pathy againit ſin,and to loath it, as David and Paul, 
yea, as God himſelf, P/al. 139. 23. 

* 4. Flee, and periwade others to flee : for the dan- 
Ser is not inconliderable, Tell others what fin will 
prove at la{t, and perſwade them to-con{ider what 
the wages of ſuch work will be, P/a/.
